FALL SS FEET IN

Purchasing power of farmers, meas­ 
ured by their incomes. Is bound to be 
“spotted” this year. In the opinion 
of H. C. M. Case, head of the farm 
organization and management depart­ 
ment of the college of agriculture. 
Univ ersity of Illinois. 
As a group, 
how’ev er, Illinois farmers are in bet­ 
ter shape financially than they were 
a year ago, he said. 
It Is true that the price of sev eral 
important agricultural products has 
adv anced this year and that the wide 
gap between the wholesale price of 
the things the farmer sells and the 
things he buys has been almost closed 
up, but these two changes are m'i 
adequate measures of the financial 
condition of farmers, he pointed out. 
Total production also must be con­ 
sidered. 
• When this Item is tak en into con­ 
sideration there is a wide v ariation 
in the financial condition of Indiv id­ 
ual farmers, depending upon the sec­ 
tion of the state in which they liv e, 
and the purchasing power of fanners 
a.ssuincs a “sisittcd” nature. 
This Is 
the result of the “spotted” condition 
of production this year which 
has

.\ summary of the 9 2 rei>orts. which, 
has just bet*n made by 
II Gates, 
clii!» specialist of the college, shows 
caused a wide range in the yields and {that the 9 2 young berry growers raised 
total iiroductlon of crops in different 
sections of tlie state, h^ explained. 
Corn is cited as one crgp which 
shows the ‘‘s|» otted” nature of crop 
production this year. 
Recent statis­ 
tics showed that the acreage of this 
crop this year was about 2 per cent 
larger than last year but that the 
total 
production 
In bushels would 
drop off* as much as 12 per cent be­ 
low what It was in 19 23 and that 
much of this yield would be of in­ 
ferior quality. 
A smaller yield from 
a larger acreage than was grown in 
19 23 will do much toward wiping out 
the adv antage of a higher price for 
com when the lower quality of the 
crop is tak en into account. Case point­ 
ed out. 
Unfav orable weather In the spring 
and early frosts this fall were among 
the chief causes of the “spotted” 
corn production this year. 
The crop 
In some sections of the state was 
k illed or Injured by early frosts and 
much of It Is of poor quality. In s<» me 
parts of the state unfav orable weath­ 
er conditions in the spring caused 
p<M>r stands of weedy corn and there­ 
by cut the yield. 
On the other hand 
farmers in some 
are fortunate enough to hav e a large 
crop of higfi-grade corn. 
F'orty per cent less wheat was pro­ 
duced In the state this year than in 
192.” and 39 per cent less than the 
av erage for the fiv e years from 19 18 
to 19 22. 
On the other hand, oats 
showed a 20 per cent increase in total 
yield ov er last year and the figure is 
well abov e the fiv e-year av erage. 
Although the prices of these grains 
are from 20 to .50 per cent higher 
than they were in 19 2!i, all producers 
cannot share equally in the price ad­ 
v ance • hecailse of the “spotted” na­ 
ture of production, t'ase pointed out. 
From the standpoint of the rela­ 
tion between the price of farm prod­ 
ucts and tlie price of products the 
farmer buys, farmers are In the best 
position that they hav e been in since 
the big drop In prices at the close 
of the war. 
In .August of this year 
agricultural prices were 145 per cent 
of the 19 13 prices, while the price of 
all products was 150 per cent of the 
19 13 price. 
With the av erage of 
agricultural prices only fiv e points 
behind the av erage of all prices the 
farmer is In the best position tha tjie 
has been In for sev eral years. 
While prices of a few products. In­ 
cluding dairy products, hav e dropped 
a little, the Increased prices, espe­ 
cially for grain crops and hogs, hav e 
been to the adv antage of the farmer, 
ev en with the lower total production 
and with much corn of a low grade. 


a total of 2:U647 quarts of berrie» 
during the year Just past. 
Reisirts receiv ed from the club mem­ 
bers showed that they set out a total, 
of 3*2.345 plants In the si» ring of ljr2:i. 
of which 24,09 7 liv ed. Replanting <lone 
by 15 of the club members in their 
patches required an additional 3,411 
plants. Forty-eight of the 9 2 boys and 
girls lost more than 5 per cent of 
their plants, but only 26 of those who 
mulched their patches In the fall of 
19 23 liud losses of more than 5 per 
cent. 
The youngsters harv ested an av er­ 
age yield of six-tenths of a quart of 
berries for ev ery plant that was set 
out in 19 23, while the av erage yield 
of all the plants that liv ed was more 
than eight-tenths of a quart a plant, 
according to Gates.

Cheaper Farm Power Is Aim 
of County Tractor Schools 
Power farming and how to k eep 
down the cost of it will come in for 
attention this winter in a series of 
tractor and gas engine schools whlc.'i 
the college of agriculture. Univ ersity 
i» f Illimdi:, is scheduling for different 
counties of the state. 
County fanu 
bureaus, tractor dealers and manu­ 
facturers and the college will co­ 
operate ir holding the schools, which 
will be organized and directed by the 
farm bureau in the v arious counties. 
•The aim of the schwils will be to 
giv e tractor and gas engine owners 
and operators first-hand information 
on the ronstructI« m, operation and 
care of tractors and gas engines,” 
F. P. Hanson of the college fann me­ 
chanics department said in discussing 
the schools. “All tractors and gas en­ 
gines should t>e ov erhauleii and ad­ 
justed from time to time to av oid 
costly repairs and inefficient opera­ 
tion. but too often this work is not 
done at the right time. 
The mhool» 
will be dwigned to correct this by 
giv ing those who attend first-hand In­ 
formation that will help them do this 
ov erhauling and adjusting in the right 
way.” 
Starting In December, the series of 
schools will continue until 
March. 
Hanson pointed out that these county 
schools will not tak e the place of th» 
tractor short courses offered during 
January by the college. 
All of the schools will hav e both 
lecture and practice ¡» eriods. 
In the 
lectures such subjects as the prin­ 
ciples 
of 
engine 
operation, 
motor 
parts and functions, ignitiotis. <ari» u- 
retors, fuels, lubrication and engine 
and tractor troubles will l» e cov er» *d. 
In the practice work ea» -h man will 
work on the machine he own*' or 
operates f» r else on a nuichlne of hi» 
choice. 
Enough schools are exiH*cted to he 
scheduled so that a large p« *rcentage 
of the tractor owners and 
operator» 
in the .state can get the l>eneiit of the 
work w hich Is being offered.

Three hundretl and fifty quarts of 
strawberries from 19 7 plants growing 
In a patch that mea.sured two rods by 
three and n half rods, is the record ot 
Glenn Sollda.v , of Neoga. Cumberland 
county, who was one of the hundrcHl or 
more farm youngsters In the state who 
grew strawberries as their junior club 
projects during the past year under 
dirt*ction of their farm adv isers and 
the college of agriculture. Univ ersity 
of Illinois. 
Glenn sold his berries for $28.9 5 and 
after he had paid for the cost of the 
lal» or used In growing and harv est­ 
ing the crop he had a net profit of 
$16.15. At this rate he estimates that

If this is done 
any ears that are weak or iMH»r In 
germination or that show signs of dis­ 
ease can be dlscardetl.

the less desirable seed ears when the 
final seletdion is being made and this 
is possible only in case large iiumbers 
of ears are on hand, crop spetlulist» 
of the college of agriculture.
